‘The men were finally saved by lashing 
themselves to life preservers and jumping 
into the lake, then being hauled aboard ths 
Athabasca. . 

The crew of the latter named vessel worked 
hard to save the men in the water, some of 
them jumping overboard with life preservers, 
which they pushed toward the struggling 
sailors, and others throwing lines over the 
side of the ship. In this way all but the man 
who was crushed were safely taken on board 
the Albatross and brought to this port. 


Sprung a Leak Amidships.
